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NO-CONTACT POLICY? 

The sixth international UFO conference, enti tiled UFOs, a Global View, held at Sheffield 
on August 16th, 17th and 18th, certainly had a wide variety of topics and viewpoints 
represented, as well as speakers from many different countries. 

At one end of the spectrum there were contactee as well as abduction accounts, and at 
the other there was sighting research (including discussion of computer equipment used), 
work on com circles, and investigation into the sociology and psychology of witnesses. 
One thing that interested me particularly was a project investigating some mystery light 
phenomena in Norway, which seemed to fit Paul Devereux's "Earth Lights" theory very 
well - until it was discovered that the lights responded to flashing laser light at them! 

Of the contact claims, however, one from America was very strange indeed and would 
seem to be a religious or psychic experience rather than acontact as we would understand 
it, while the two from South Africa were from some time ago. There do not seem to be 
contacts reported now of the late fifties type, which of course has led to the general idea 
that they were all false. 

Neverheless, the telepathic help from those I have come to know as my mentors has 
seemed to continue, so I cannot accept this as an explanation. I can only think that more 
subtle methods of assistance have been favoured recently, possibly because of extreme 
harassment of contactees. I would see such unexpected trends as the recent liberalisation 
of life in Eastern Europe as evidence that they are very active behind the scenes. 

Coming down to a personal level, a project I have been involved in recently, seemingly 
with their help and guidance, has been concerned with showing that the worship of all 
religions is equally valid and that no religion has any status over any other. This very new 
concept to our world, at least in recentcenturies, is set out in a booklet Tlie Hidden Unity, 
recently produced, which shows that the ley system is not a dead network of ancient 
trackways, but a system of subtle life-supporting energy which is self-maintaining 
through subconscious siting of places of worship on the lines. It makes no distinction at 
all, however, between the buildings of any of the various religions involved; the worship 
of all seems to be identical in essence and there are many instances of leys with buildings 
of several religions, all seemingly unconsciously working together, despite the hatreds 
which exist at the conscious level.

In a stunning encounter with alien beings, a veteran Air Force ser¬ 
geant says he was abducted and taken aboard a flying saucer — where Serqeant Tells How . . . 

he was actuaUy given a tour of the mysterious craft. ^ _ ■ 

Staff Sgt. Charles L. Moody, a decorated Vietnam veteran who has been cer¬ 
tified mentally stable by an Air Force psychiatrist and holds secret security clear¬ 
ance, was so shaken by the incident that he kept quiet about it for months. 

Sgt. Moody finally talked about his incredible experience — exclusively to The 
ENQUIRER — only after we learned of the case and tracked him down. 

The burly sergeant’s gripping story was tape-recorded by an ENQUIRER reporter. 

Later, Moody's statements 
were analyzed by the amaz¬ 
ingly effective Psychological 
Stress Evaluator (PSE), a lie 
detector so accurate that 
courts in eight states now ac¬ 
cept its conclusions as evi¬ 
dence. 

After analyzing Moody's 
story, PSE co-inventor Charles 
McQuiston flatly declared: 

“There are no signs of stress 
or deception. This man is ob¬ 
viously telling the truth — 
there’s no doubt about it!’’ 

The sergeant was taken 
aboard the flying saucer near 
Alamogordo, New Mexico — 
just 250 miles from the spot in 
Arizona where laborer Travis 
Walton was taken aboard a 
UFO last year. (See accom¬ 
panying article on next page.) 

Moody, 32, gave details of 
his abduction in an interview 
at an overseas Air Force base 
where he’s now stationed. 

“I’ve thought long and hard 
about whether to tell the world 
about this,’’ the sergeant said, 
brushing a hand over his crew- 
cut. “I realize I might be ridi¬ 
culed, Just as I used to laugh 
at other people discussing 
UFOs.’’ 

Moody paused, thinking 
back, then continu^ in a quiet 
voice: 

“It happened last August 13 
while I was stationed at Hol¬ 
loman Air Force Base near 
.Mamogordo. I’d heard there 
was going to be a meteor 
shower that night, so I drove 
out to an isolated spot in the 
desert tc 

“I got our of my*n:ar and 
sat on the left fender. The 
night was crystal clear. 1 wait¬ 
ed about 40 minutes, but there 
was no meteor shower. Final¬ 
ly, noticing that it was 1:20, 

I decided I’d better start home 


admitted. *T kept thinking: 
‘God! what is it?^ 

“I leaped off the fender and 
jumped in my car, keeping my 
eyes on the craft. I fumbled 
for the ignition key, my heart 
pounding — when I turned the 
key, nothing happened. The 
car was completely dead — 
and yet the battery was only 
one month old! 

“I kept turning the key and 
saying: ‘(}ome on — start!' as 
I stared at the advancing 



soon. 

“Then suddenly this thing 
dropped out of the sky about 
30t feet in front of me. It 
came down like a flash! When 
it reached 25 to SO feet above 
the desert it stopped and be¬ 
gan wobbling. Then it stopped 
wobbling . . . and started glid¬ 
ing toward me. I was in a 
blind panic! 

“My mind kept saying: 
‘Identify! Identify! I can iden¬ 
tify any U.S. aircraft and al¬ 
most any foreign one. I’m an 
assistant flight chief for air¬ 
craft maintenance and have 
about 1,500 hours of experience 
aboard aircraft 

“But this wasn’t like any¬ 
thing I’d ever seen!’’ 

Moody said the object was 
disc-shaped and glowed a dull 
metallic gray. It was 40 to 50 
feet across and 18 to 25 feet 
high, with three globes at¬ 
tached to its underside. 

“I've had combat training, 
but I was scared stiff,’’ he 
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craft. I was 
really scared. 

I thought: *My 
God, this isn’t 
natural. This 
is something 
unknown!’ 

“The craft 
came within 50 
feet of my car 
before it stop¬ 
ped. ’Then ! 
heard a high- 
pitched voice, 
and a window 
appeared in the craft. I could 
see shadowy figures in the 
window. 

“Suddenly an odd glow en¬ 
veloped my car, and I felt 
numb all over. Then the feel¬ 
ing disappeared . . . and I 
found myself sitting in my car 
watching the craft leave. It 
shot straight up, climbing 
much faster than a Jet. 

*T turned the ignition key 
again — and the car started 
immediately. I pushed the ac¬ 
celerator i^al to the floor 
and got out of there!’’ 

Moody said he raced straight 
home and breathlessly told his 
wife about seeing the UFO. 
He' said it wasn’t until he 
glanced at his watch that he 
realized something more than 
Just seeing the UFO had hap¬ 
pened. Somewhere, he’d lost 
an hour and 20 minutes. 

Moody said he decided not 
to report the UFO sighting 
because he felt he’d be ridi¬ 
culed. But all the next day 
he puzzled over the baffling 
time gap the night before. 

Gradually, however, strange 
images of aliens began pop¬ 
ping into his head — “like 
flash cubes going off’’ — and 


and threw a fist right in the 
face of the other one. The face 
felt soft. I saw him fall back — 
and then the lights went out.’’ 

When Moody came to, he 
was lying on a hard, slab-like 
tabl;, he caid. An alien v/as 
studying him. Moody said he 
tried to get up but couldn’t. 

“The being’s cranium (skull) 
was about one-third larger 
than a human’s,’’ he recalled. 
“He had no eyebrows — in 
fact, ho hair at all. His eyes 
were round, about the size of 
quarters, and his. gaze was 
very piercing. The eyes were 
dark, beneath an overhanging 
brow. 

“His ears, nose and mouth 
were smaller than ours, and 
his lips were very thin. He 
was about five feet tall and 
looked very fraiL He wore a 
skin-tight white suit which 
covered everything but his 
head and hands. His face was 
whitish-gray. 

“Then the being spoke — 


but there was no lip move- 
glis

the entire memory of what 
had happened that night came 
back. 

“I remembered that while 
the car was engulfed in the 
glow, two beings came toward 
me from the craft. They didn’t 
walk — they glided,’’ said 
Moody, who has spent 14 years 
in the Air Force. 

“They put their hands on 
the car door as if trying to 
open it. I was scared stiff, 
but 1 was ready to fight my 
way out. I shoved open the 
car door, putting my 235 
pounds behind it, and it knock¬ 
ed one of the aliens back. 

I scrambled out of the car

ment. In perfect English, with 
an American accent, he 'said 
something like: ‘Are you well?’ 

“I replied: ‘Yes,’ and he 
said: ‘If you could move bet¬ 
ter, will you not strike out?’ 
I assured him I wouldn’t, and 
he touched me with a metal 
rod about seven inches long 
and half an inch thick. I im¬ 
mediately regained muscle 
control of my body . . . and 
at the same time, my fear 
left me. 

“The being, who apparently 
was the leader, helped me off 
the table. I was in a circular, 
hygienically clean room, al¬ 
most like an operating room. 
The floor was hard and metal¬ 
lic, and the room had three 
arched doorways. 

“There was a sickeningly 
sweet odor in the air, like 
burning sugar or molasses. 
The lighting was indirect; it 
seemed as though the walls 
were glowing.’’ 

Moody said he developed an 
intense curiosity about how the 
UFO flew, and asked the lead¬ 
er to let him view its pro¬ 
pulsion system. Surprisingly, 
he said, the alien agreed. 

“We walked into another 
room — which oddly enough, 
seemed almost as large as the 
entire craft had appeared 
from outside,’’ he said. “It 
was as though the interior of 
the craft was larger than the 
outside. 

“’n the second room were 
three other beings. Two were 
floating about a quarter-inch 
above the floor. The third one 
spoke to the leader, and the 
voice was clearly feminine. 
Her speech sounded like a 
mixture of German and Chi¬ 
nese. 

“There were two captain’s 
chairs in the room, placed be¬ 
fore a flat panel with a lever 
on it. The leader told me to 
stand on a three-foot square 
section of the floor. As I did 
so it began dropping, lowering 
us to a room below. 

“Protruding from the floor 
of this room were the top por¬ 
tions of the three globes I’d 
seen under the belly of the 


craft. The globes were trans¬ 
parent and contained what 
seemed to be large diamonds 
or crystals. On each side of 
every crystal were rods which 
sloped in toward the crystal. 

“I asked the leader to ex¬ 
plain how this propulsion sys¬ 
tem worked. He replied; T>on’t 
try to understand it.’ Then he 
added; With just a little 
thought on your own. this 
could be developed by your 
people.’ ’’ 

Moody said the alien reveal¬ 
ed that the L’FO was actually 
just a small observation craft 
from a far larger and much 
faster main craft — 5.000 or 
6,000 miles away in space. 

“Then he told me that with¬ 
in three years his people will 
make themselves known to 
mankind. It may even happen 
as early as this summer,’* 
Moody said. 

“But they plan only limited 
contact at first, intending to 
study us further. They fear 
for their lives. I was told that 
their craft can be destroyed 
by nuclear missiles, and that 
they’re very wary of fighter 
aircraft. If they are put in a 
corner under attack, and there 
is no other way out for them, 
they will retaliate. 

“I was told that there are 
many of his people, and that 
they’re in some sort of clan 
or league.’’ 

Moody said the aben implied 
that the human race may 
someday be accepted into this 
‘ijeague^of^ces.’’ but that he 
pw^d oS?^“It is not whether 
you accept us — it is whether 
we accept you.” 

The sergeant recalled that as 
he left the UFO, the aben put 
slender arms around his shoul¬ 
ders and said; T will not hurt 
you. I will never hurt you.” 

“I was told to report to a 
medical facility.” said Moody. 
“Then the leader told me I 
would forget for a little while 
— and the bghts went out. 

“The next thing I knew, I 
was sitting in my car watch¬ 
ing the craft leave.’’ 

The following day. Moody 
noticed a burning sensation at 
the base of his spine. He ask¬ 
ed his wife Karon to check — 
and she discovered an odd 
wound there. 

Karon, 34, told The EN¬ 
QUIRER: “It was a strange 
puncture mark. It wasn’t 
round — it was four-sided. 

“I used to work as an op¬ 
erating room technician — but 
I’ve never seen a puncture 
mark like that before.” 

Karon added quietly: “I 
totally believe Chuck’s story. 
When he rushed in that night, 
he was as white as a sheet. 
I’ve never seen him bke that 
before.” 

Moody revealed that unusual 
things have been happening to

his body since he was abducted. 

“A few days after it happened I 
broke out in Uttle red blotches from 
my chest to my knees,’’ he said. “The 
doctors finally cleared it up.’’ 

Asked what caused the rash, the 
sergeant replied: “A legal adviser on 
my base has told me I shouldn’t dis¬ 
cuss that.'^ I can’t.’’ 

Moody said that since the incident 
he also has been losing his hair, has

tempered. But despite these problems 
Jie doesn’t regret his experience. 

“Looking at that craft, I felt bke 
Orville Wri^t looking at a 747,’’ he 
said. “Their craft makes ours seem 
obsolete!’’ 

Technical Sgt. Arthur Wright, 
Moody’s supervisor at the base where 
he’s currently stationed, told The EN¬ 
QUIRER he’s certain Moody is telling 
the truth. 

Sgt. Wright noted that Moody is in 
the Air. Force’s Human Reliability 
Program (HRP), for which he 
has been closely screened by 
a psychiatrist and declared 
free of all character disorders. 

“Moody is a reliable, trust¬ 
worthy man,’’ said Wright. “I 
s de- have never known him to tell 
with a be. His word can be be- 
Ueved.’’

BBC2 TV’s four hour survey of Texas music, “Texas Saturday Night”, was broadcast on 
24th August. The format looked at the music scenes of various cities, with Lubbock, 
Texas being introduced by the theme from “Close Encounters of the Third Kind” and a 
still of a newspaper article mentioning the 30th anniversary of the “Lubbock Lights” (plus 
accompanying photograph). Country-rock singer Joe Ely then related how some 
musicians in Lubbock feel that the wealth of musical talent that has come out of the city 
(Buddy Holly and Roy Orbison are the bestknown) is connected with the Lubbock Lights. 
Coincidentally, a couple of months earlier, blues and country guitarist Jesse “Guitar” 
Taylor told me the same thing, explaining, “The Lubbock Lights occurred in 1951, it’s 
one of the finest UFO sightings in history”. If nothing else, it’s a fine example of modem 
folklore.

Thanks for the copy of The Hidden Unity. I had a quick flick through it as soon as it arrived 
and ended up reading it from cover to cover. It’s a very important concept in the 
understanding of the Earth Mysteries Jigsaw. 

By some strange coincidence, I ‘ ve Just found an interesting alignment through amosque, 
the one in Regent’s Park. It is part of seven pointed star pattern around London which 
will feature in the next Earthstars book. Some of the points on this bit of it are St John 
The Baptist, St. John’s Wood; Regent’s park Mosque; near miss for the Royal Academy 
of Music: Thecentre of the Earthstars’ temple - Brock House, Great Portland St - formerly 
St. Paulschapel (demolished 1905); London Poly, LittleTitchfileldStannex; All Saints’, 
Margaret Street (a most potent site if you’re ever in the area); Synagogue in Chapone St; 
Church in Charing Cross Rd, now the Limelight night club; Schiller International 
University, South Bank; St. Andrews Ch, Ufford St, SEI; Baptist Ch, Borough Rd.; 
Geoffrey Chaucer School. There’s alsoa second alignment via St. Mary Le Bone to St. 
Martin in the Fields, which takes in St. Mary lebone Sec School and near misses the Harley 
St. Clinic. North of the mosque it takes in a church in St. John’s Wood and another in 
Cricklewood.There are an astonishing number of hospitals and schools on the Earthstars 
alignments, too. These energies are very much concerned with healing and learning, one 
way or another. 

(The seven point star and the connection with healing are very interesting in connection 
with Tony Wedd's work - see Skyways and Landmarks Revisited - J.G.)

These two booklets have recently been brought out by the Surrey Earth Mysteries Group. 

The Hidden Unity looks at the strange phenomenon of subconscious siting of ley points, 
and notes that places of worship, of all religions and all ages, tend to predominate on leys. 
The environmental and philosophical implications of this are discussed, and the apparent 
necessity of worship but inelevance of doctrine. T wo ley centres are given as examples, 
and investigated in depth • the Shah Jehan Mosque in Woking and the Guru Nanak Sikh 
Temple, Scunthorpe. There is an appendix by Eileen Grimshaw on the significance of 
the Pagan religion to this study. Illustrated with photographs, maps and line drawings. 

Beginnings is about a series of potentially useful discoveries, mainly made by Jimmy 
Goddard over a period of about twenty years, but having some overlap with discoveries 
made by others. For various reasons, the investigations are all in their early stages, and 
some have not been continued. They include earth energy detection, natural antigravity, 
subconscious siting, ley width, and the solar transition effect. There is also a chapter on 
cognitive dissonance - a psychological factor which seems to have been at the root of all 
bigotry - scientific, religious and other - down the ages. The booklet is concluded with 
an account of the discovery of leys by Alfred Watkins.
